Morning Departure 


Departing from the Tokyo Prince Hotel we take the Loop 
and No. 3 Keihin expressways for Yokohama, avoiding the 
morning traffic. The drive affords an excellent view of land- 
marks in the megapolis, the world’s largest city populated 
by 11,000,000 people. 


Yokohama, Kamakura Great Buddha 


We drive through this bustling port city visited by Com- 
modore Perry in 1854 and continue on to Kamakura a short 
distance away. At this one-time capital of Japan. we visit 
the enormous bronze image of the Amida in sitting posture 
in the Kotokuin Temple. Cast in 1252, the Great Buddha 
was for a time enclosed in a large hall, which was destroyed 
by a typhoon and tidal waves. 


Lunch at Pacific Hotel 


A gourmet lunch is served inthe “ Pink Shell” dining room 
of the Pacific Hotel, which look out over the Pacific Ocean 
through large vista windows After lunch we drive along 
the Enoshima Seaside Drive to the old castle town of Oda- 
wara, then on to Yumoto, the gateway to the Fuji-Hakone- 
Izu National Park. 


Mt. Fuji, Lake Hakone 


A comfortable ascent of the Hakone Bypass enfolds breath- 
taking panoramic views of the Hakone mountain range and 
lofty Mt. Fuji in the offing. Arriving at Moto-Hakone we 
board an excursion ferry and enjoy lovely views of the sur- 
rounding national park while crossing Lake Hakone to Kojiri. 


Hakone Ropeway 


We take a thrilling ride on a gondola of the Hakone Rope- 
way passing high above spectacular sights, including Owaki- 
dani (Boiling Hell), emitting volumes of sulphur fumes into 
the air. 


Hotel Kowakien, Bullet Train, Tokyo 


Getting off the gondola at Sounzan Hill, motorcoach takes us 
to Kowakidani and Hotel Kowakien, a popular resort-hotel 
of the Fujita chain, for a brief stop. We then start on our 
trip back to Tokyo. Motorcoach drive down to Odawara 
Station where we transfer to the bullet train and speed to 
Tokyo in 43 minutes, arriving at 6.35 pm. Tour officially 
disbands at Tokyo Station. Motorcoach transfer to downtown 
hotels is available to passengers.
